untary crop reporters to work on the 
nvestigation. 
The preliminary

port to lie made within three weeks 
will be supplemented with monthly 
-eports and probably 
by a further 
complete report within six months if 
npoessary.

over to Herbert C. Hoover, who will 
he named to head a food adm inistra­ 
tion as soon as
